It is no service to any class, least of 
all to the poor, to broadcast a notion that 
conditions in Edmonton are worse than 
they are in other centres. That is not the 
case, but there are plenty of people ready 
to draw that conclusion if given what 
seems to them to be evidence. To the ex- 
tent to which this misapprehension gains 
belief, the progress of the city will be re- 
tarded, and when progress is halted those 
who have least are the cnes who suffer 
first and most severely. 

$3.25 PER LOT 

The city and the university appear to 
be in a deadlock over the proposal of the 
university authorities to buy 200 acres of 
land which the city acquired for non-pay- 
ment of taxes. They decline to accept a 
long-term lease of the property, and con- 
sider the price of $65,000, suggested by 
the city commissioners, as too high. From 
the language of Commissioner Mitchell on 
Tuesday evening a point has been reached 
where the possibility of expropriation pro- 
ceedings has to be taken into account. The 
taxpayers will quite readily share the lack 
of enthusiasm with which the aldermen 
regard the prospect of being obliged to ac- 
cept something less than the figure men- 
tioned. 

University property pays no. city 
taxes. If this land is sold the city will 
never get another cent of revenue from it 
The purchase price thus represents the ul- 
timate amount which the city will obtain, 
whatever may be done with the land in fu- 
ture. The sum of $65,000 at 5 per cent 
represents $3,250 per year. There are ap- 
proximately 1,000 lots in the area. The 
offer of the city is, therefore, to accept the 
equivalent of a yearly tax of $3.25 per lot 
for the property, Considering the loca- 
tion of the land, and the assured prospects 
of the city, the advantages of a sale at 
thatgprice would be altogether with the 
university. Council would have a hard 
time justifying itself to the taxpayers if it 
accepted any lower figure. 


WHAT INDUSTRIES MEAN 

During the first nine months of the 
year the Ford Motor Co, of Canada spent 
more than thirteen million dollars in vari- 
ous Canadian cities for materials used in 
the manufacture of cars and trucks, This 
in addition to the large payroll of the 
company and the freight contributed by it 
to railways and shipping lines. 

Edmonton could do nicely with new 
manufacturing concerns making up as 
large a volume of business turnover, creat- 
ing a8 large a demand for Canadian pro- 
ducts, and employing as many men, as 
this single concern operating in one of the 
smaller industrial centres of Ontario. 

Figures such as these convey a hint of 
what industries mean to the stability and 
progress of a community. Edmonton 
needs that stabilizing influence, as an 
agency in overcoming the difficulty of 
seasonal unemployment and of bringing 
outside money into the city in larger 
volume. 


The coming year should see an _ in- 
tensified effort on the part of the city 


council, the chamber of commerce and 


the industrial association to bring Edmon- 
ton’s advantages as a manufacturing 


centre to the attention of capitalists and 


industrial leaders, Property is relatively

Education

The old education was rooted In a philosophy of 
stuff and store, 

It was the teacher's business to stuff the student 
with knowledge. 

It was the student’s business to store the know- 
ledge for Inter use, 


This older notion of education 
started with the assumption that 
the major purpose of childhood 
was to prepare for adulthood. 

And this preparation consisted 
chiefly in memorizing knowledge. 

Childhood was to be spent stor- 
ing knowledge 

Adulthood was to be = spent 
using this knowledge. 

Franklin Robbitt, professor of 

pales school administration at the 
Glenp Frank University of Chicago, recently 
subjected this conception of education to a drastic 
overhauling 

“Of courte,’ he said, “there was a good deal of 
make-believe in all (his. They pretended to believe 
that the geography, the history, the algebra, the 
general science and the other studies, if hammered 
home to the points of mastery, would remain un- 
changed in storage for adult use years afterwards. 
And yet they knew, when they stopped to think 
about it, that the human mind automatically elimin- 
ates everything that is not used; that these bales of 
text-book information had no special imraunity and 
that they would go the way of all other unused mental 
furniture... They would be speedily forgotten 

“They also assumed that the text-book inform- 
ation stored in the year 1900, let us say, would be per- 
fectly good information when brought forth for use 
in 1930, Of course, they knew that the world was 
rapidly changing, and that bodies of information 
relative to the world would have correspondingly to 
change, if they were to be of any use, And yet they 
stored it to the point of mastery, and then on to the 
point of overlearning, even though they knew it 
would be obsolete, or at least archaic, when the time 
should come for bringing it forth for use.” 

This older education thought its business was to 
promote learning for living, and learning meant to 
it mainly the mastery of information, Yet the infor- 
mation learned in school for later adult use was 
marked by these two things 

First, the information that was not used rather 
promptly after it was learned and rather continuously 
thereafter was forgotten ’ 

Second, the information that was remembered 
was almost invariably out of date and obsolete by the 
time the student grew up and wanted to use it for 
adult purposes 

There is a new education now taking the field that 
has broken away from this tyranny of information. 

The old education was an adventure in learning 
for living; the new education is an advanture in 
learning by living

After considerable 
scouting around among forest rangers 
and Indians, McKibbin came to the 
conclusion that the moose-hide which 
I had found cached along this trail 
in September, and which I appropriat- 
ed, belonged to the rather portly Barn- 
abee, It was this Indian, the reade: 
may recall, whom I photographed at 
Lake James, forty miles below here, in 
September, and last week found camp- 
ed on the bank of the big river to the 
westward, He has now moved to a 
camp site on the Washimeska, about 
a mile below my cabin. 

When McKibbin came along today, 
Ba-nabee 
to visit me here, but suggested that he 
bring along his two brothers, Pierre 
and Francois! Since Barnabee 
forefathers had owned—or at lea 
lived in—this seetion for scores of 
years, and I had appropriated his 
moose-hide, there was nothing for 


McKibbin to do but bring them along. | 


Mekibbin says he also had to enter 
into a rather lengthy explanation of 
this experiment of mine, in order to 
keep the Indian from bringing along 
the customary present—a ten-pound 
chunk of moose meat! McKibbin is 
jailer, guardian, and friend, But first 
of ail he is in the Forestry Service of 
Quebre and he knows very well that 
his chief, M. Piche, would 
disapprove of any smuggling opera- 
tions,

that little bit of news reminded me 
how entirely out of touch with the 
news 1 have been; I, who have read

Of all the things in my cabin the 
Indians were interested most in 
the cross-bow, a rather unwieldy 
weapon with a bow almost twice us 
strong as the average, They posed 
for a photograph outside the shack, 
and seemed quite elated at having 
their pictures taken together, Earlier 
in the day when McKibbin informed 
Barnabee that nothing must be 
brought to me that would help make 
my living in the woods, the Indians 
picked up a pair of moccasins (which 
I do not need), a birch-bark basket 
(which will make an ecellent sewing 
basket), and a birch-bark drinking 
cup, decorated with small pictures of 
beavey, moose, ete, So I shell have 
three souvenirs to take home with me 
next week, 

Next week! It hardly seems possible 

\ that I have been up here in the wil- 
) derness, a 1,000 miles from New York 
) City, for two months, I wanted to get 
away from the hectic life of the me- 
tropolis, both business and social, but 
T am also overjoyed at the prospect

And for another thing, we Yack the hardihood to prevent others from 
tnaking confusion in our lives and seducing us away from our purpose. We 
may see the signboard that plainly points out our path to happiness, but we 
detour around it because we have not the courage to rid ourselves of para- 
ites, or to refuse invitations that we know will bore us, or to retire from 
business and invite our souls instead of working ourselves to death, or to 
tep aside and let the furious, mad, rushing procession pass us by, 

To my mind the secret of happiness is to be found in our attitude 
toward life. Outside conditions have little to do with it. It is just how 
we feel about a thing that makes it pleasure or pain, worthwhile, or 
what's the use? Little is there, and we put our own punch into it, or 
there isn't any, 

‘There is work, for instance. It js a blessing or a curse, as you take it 
There are those who find in work a stimulus that never fails, an interest that 
never palls, a romance that never dulls. To them business is the sport of 
kings, and they sit every day in a game in which men gamble with fortunes 
They are swallowed’ up in what Mr. Kipling calls “the clean joy of creation,’ 
in rearing cities, in building skyscrapers, in throwing railroads across thie 
country, in creating beauty and usefulness in a thousand forms. They find 
happiness in work, 

Other men find nothing but misery in work. It is nothing but 
drudgery to them. They have no interest in what they do, no pride of 
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craftsmanship, no vision of its purpose. It is just dull, stupid, unin- 

spiring labor that they do that they may eat, and in which they give as 

little as they can for their wages. They get no happiness out of work, 
There is marriage. It imposes restrictions on all who enter it. It re- 
quires many sacrifices. But there are men and women who gild thetr fetters 
men and women who by their love and tenderness and consideration for each 
other make matrimuny in reality the holy estate, and who find in each 
other's companionship the nearest approach to happiness any one ever knows. | 

And there are other men and women who resent every duty and ob- 
ligation of marriage, who quarrel and fight and fill their hearts with 
bitterness and jealousy and hatred and who make their marriage an 
earthly purgatory. | 

And there is motherhood. There are women who get nothing but joy} 
out of their children, who would rather have the clasp of little arms around 
thels necks than a million-dollar pearl necklace, who get more thrill out of 
watching by a baby’s cot than they would out of the wildest party, and who 
are perfectly happy as they sit with thelr little ones around their knees, 

And there are other women who are bored to tears by their children, 
who begrudge every minute they have to give them, and who are always 
complaining about how they are tied down by their babies, and moaning 
over how much trouble and what a burden children are. 


So there you are. Life is pretty much the same for all of us, and we 
take our happiness, or leave it, as we will.
